Hence the only tenable ground is that 
he was a deceived man or else that 
he was indeed the Son of God who 
acted and spoke and performed mir- 
acles under Divine direction and pow- 
er. We hold that the evidences of 
his teaching overwhelmingly - corro- 
borate the truth of his claims.

Let it not be supposed that we are 
forgetting the length and breadth of 
Jesus’ love for all humanity and:

Jesus saith 
unto him, Thou knowest the com- 
mandments . . . and he said unto 
him, Master, all these have I ob- 
served from my youth. Then Jesus 
beholding him, loved him. Jesus .lov- 
ingly admired the young man who

| cord with the Heavenly Father’s will. 
| That young man had very much of 
the Master’s own spirit. He wanted 
to do right and he desired to have 
the gift of God, eternal life. He

Yet he knew that he had not 
attained to cternal life, that the death 
sentence was still upon him.. He 
sought counsel of the greatest Rabbi, 
the greatest: Teacher.

Our text stands related to a very 
wonderful chapter in our Lord’s min- 
istry. Jesus with his disciples was 
about threa days’ journey from Beth- 
any, the home of - Lazarus, Martha 
and Mary. But they. knew his 


friend and their home was his home 
whenever he was near Jerusalem. 
Lazarus took seriously ill. But the 
two sisters, Martha and Mary, feared 
nothing, since they had such great 
confidence in Jesus, even to belief in 
his ability to awaken sleepers from 
death. They thought ‘it proper to 
send the Master word respecting 
Lazzrus, but not proper to dic- 
tate to him what should be done 
in the case. Rather they left to him- 
self to decide whether he’ should 
speak the word and rebuke the dis- 
ease or whether he should come to 
Bethany and take the sick by the 
hand and say, Arise. The simple mes- 
sage they sent was, “Lord, he whom 
thou lovest is sick.” The beautiful, 
childlike, almple faith which’ they’ ex- 
hib:ted must have been very precious 
in the Master’s sight. Nevertheless 
Jesus said nothing, and ‘did nothing 
in the matter for three days. Then 
he said to his*disciples, ‘‘Our friend 
Lazarus sleepeth.” They did not 
grasp his meaning until he said to 
them plainly, Lazarus is dead; and I 
am glad for your sakes that I was 
not there. I am glad because it will 
give me an opportunity to demon- 
strate to you and through you to all 
who shall be my disciples in the fu- 
ture the great power of God that is 
vested in me in respect to the resur- 
rection of the dead. ; 
All Bible students surely have no- 
ticed how frequently in the Scripture: 


the word “‘sleep”’ is used as a poetical 


synonym for death. “Abraham slept 
with his fathers.” ‘‘David slept with 
his fathers.” Prophets, priests and 
kings are said to have slept with their 
fathers, whether good or bad. Like- 
wise the New Testament uses the 
same figure of speech. We read that 
8t. Stephen the martyr, stoned to 
death, “‘fell asleep.” St. Paul speaks 
of the Church falling asleep in 
death and refers to all of our friends, 
good and bad, who go down into 
death, as being “asleep in Jesus.” He 
tells us that we need not sorrow for 
them as others who “know not. the re- 
surrection hope. All who fall asleep 
in death because of Adam’s trans- 
gression and its death sentence have 
in Jesus a Divinely appointed Re- 
deemer who in God’s due time is to 
awaken all the. sleeping hosts of 
Adam’s race. “All that are in their 
graves shall hear the voice of the Son 
of man and come forth.” They that 
have done good (who have secured 
Divine anproval as worthy of eternal 
life) shall come forth unto the resur- 
rection of life (full perfection); and 
they that have done evil (that have 
not secured the Divine approval as 
being worthy of eternal life) shall 
come forth in the resurrection for 
judgment (John v, 28, 29) or trial, for 
discipline, for correction in righteous- 
ness during Messiah’s reign of 1,000 
years, 

Coming forth in that judgment time 
or trial time, all the willing and obed- 
ient will eventually be lifted out of 
sin and death, while those disobed- 
ient to the light and opnortunity will 
be again consigned to death—Second 
Death, everlasting extinction (John v, 
28, 29, R.V.). 

We have read our Sibles too care- 
lessly in the past and have given too 
much heed to those who, with less 
opportunities than ourselves, grossly 
misinterpreted its teachings. What 
did we think resnecting this word 
“sleep”? anyway? Did we suppose that 


both the good and the bad “‘sleep” in | 


heaven? We are told that the bad 
would go to a place too warm for 
sleep. But our own brains and our 
own Bibles we never thought of us- 
ing in connection with the subject. 
Now, when we: hearken to the Word 
of God, how plain, how simple, how 
reasonable, are‘ its teachings! The 
dead ‘are dead and not alive. How- 
ever, in view of God’s plan that there 
shall be a resurrection of the dead “in 


_due time’’ he speaks of the dead not | 


as extinct like the brute, but as mere- 
ly asleep. They are waiting for the 
morning — the glorious morning of 
Messiah’s Kingdon, when “the Sun 
of Righteousness .shall arise with 
healing in its beams,” when Satan 
shall be bound for a thousand years 
and deceive the peoples no more. In- 
stead of the reign of Sin and Death

Did he com- 
mand Lazarus to lay aside his crown 
and harp in heaven and bid the an- 
els good-bye and gome back to earth 
ife? No! Did he call for him to come 
from Purgatory, the location of 


he say? Addressing the tomb, he said, 
‘Lazarus, come forth!’"’ And what oc- 
curred? : The dead one came forth. He 
was not alive at all. He was dead! 

We read again, “Now Jesus loved 
Martha and her sister, and Lazarus.” 
Some have thought that they discern- 
ed Lazarus amongst later disciples of 
Christ—possibly Barnabas. But any- 
way he was one whom Jesus loved, 
even though he was not one of the 
apostles who. followed with the Lord. 
And Martha has come down to us as 
a synonym of bustling, energetic hos- 

itality, ‘‘busied about many things.” 

et surely she was loving and loyal 
to the Master. Jesus loved Martha 
and we may be sure therefore that he 
loves all of similar character. But he 
loved Mary also. And we do not for- 
get that when she gave up some of 
her housework that she might sit at 
the feet of Jesus and learn of him the 
Master declared. that she had “chosen 
the better part.” This was the same 
Mary who anointed the Master with 
the precious. spikenard ointment five 
days before his burial. Martha and 
Mary both loved and were loved of the 
Lord, yet, evidently, Mary's ove and 
the form it took was specially approv- 
ed of the Master. 

Finally we come to John the loving 
disciple of whom it is said that he was 
“that discinle whome Jesus loved.” 
What a gtorious testimony was John’s! 
We remember that he and his brother 
loved the Lord so dearly that they de- 
sired that in his Kingdom in the fu- 
ture they might be next to him, one 
on his right hand, the other on his 
left hand. We remember that the 
Master answered that only by drink- 
ing of his cup of shame and ignominy, 
and by being bantized into his sacri- 
ficial death could they hope to sit in 
his throne at all. And we recall how 
loyally they agreed to these terms. 

In proportion as we are desirous of 
having the Master’s approval and 
smile, let us each seek to cultivate his 
character-likeness, The Apostle tells 
us that such conies of God’s dear Son 
are to be honored with a share with 
him in his Kingdom glory on the 
heavenly plane. To such will come 
the honor and privilege of blessing 
and uplifting mankind in general—to

© deceased. statesman was 
seized with the fell’ disease 
at a time when little was known 
about it, and when.the removal of 
the apparently useless. and 
troublesome appendix. by opera- 
tion was hardly thought of. 
Everything possible-was done to 
alleviate the sufferings of the 
statesman, the cause of which 
was only discovered.by an autop- 
sy after his decease. 


John Norquay was the second 
son of John Norquay, a native of 
Red River colony who was des- 
cended from a Scottish family. 
Born in 1841, he was sent as a 
boy to Old St. John’s Boys’ col- 
lege, where. he studied under 
Bishop Anderson, and where he 
won a scholarship in 1854, when 
he was but thirteen years old. He 
married Elizabeth Setter, sister 
of Sheriff Setter, and she and a 
large family of fine boys and 
girls, all well known in Winnipeg, 
survive him. He first entered 
public life in 1871, taking the 
portfolio of public works in the 
Davis government. He continued 
in office, occupying various port- 
folios in different administrations 
till 1878, when he was himself 
called on to form a government, 
which he did, practically remain- 
ing at the head of the administra- 
tion with but a brief interregnum 
until the accession .of Greenway 
in 1888. Mr. Norquay called 
himself a Conservative, but he 
was a very liberal-minded man, 
quite free from any cheap parti- 
sanship and always ready to ally 
himself with any men in the 
public life of the province with 
whom he felt that he could honor- 
ably co-operate in the adminis- 
tration of public affairs. He was 
a patriotic man, a fine speaker, 
and had areputation for integrity 
and square, dealing that earned 
for him the sobriquet ‘*Honest 
John Norquay.’’ He was a man 
of fine presence, possessing a 
great, powerful frame, -a strong, 
intelligent, earnest face, and one 
of the kindliest and most amiable 
dispositions of any of the old-
